A N O T H ER D E SC R IPTIO N .

governor and chief of police encouraged 
the robbers and m urderers, crying to 
them in R ussian: 
‘H u rry up and finish 
your w ork.’ 
Saloons and w ine cellar.'« 
w ere raided and the g u tters flowed w ith' 
liquor. 
W ealthy men w ere beggared In 
an instant. 
V ineyards and farm s w ere 
laid w aste. 
The en tire financial loss w as 
over $5,000,000.”

As there are in the state of Illinois, 
outside of Cook county, seventeen Judi­ 
cial circuits, each with three Judges, there 
are fifty-one cirucit Judges w ithout the 
limits of Cook county. In thé county of 
Cook there are fourteen judges of the cir­ 
cuit court and twelve of the superior’ 
court. 'T he total judges affected by this 
bill is accordingly seventy-seven. As the

“Yes,” said Mayor Davis.

ited Mr. Mayhon in his Chicago of 
fice and I came away from him 
firmly convinced that he is sincerely 
planning to commenc*e and complet 
tho river water works 
and 
bring 
Jacksonville a .supply of W'ater from 
the Illinois river as contemplated 
in the river water ordinance. 
True 
there have been a great many delaj's 
but they are easily explained when 
one considers the largeness of the 
proposition and the fact that it takes 
a great deal of time to put such a 
plan in operation to-«ay nothing of 
the purcliasing of supplies and ma 
terials. 
Mr. Mayhon showed me 
contract he had closed for the pipe 
the first of which is to be delivered 
Aug. 1. He also showed me the papers 
for the purchase of two 2.50 horse 
power engines and pumps with all the 
specifications, etc. While I was in the 
office three different pump and boiler 
men called to see Mr. Mayhon with 
ref(M-ence to the machinery needed 
I also sav/ a prospectus of the bond 
issue setting forth the advantages 
of 
Jacksonville. 
Mr. 
Mayhon 
as 
•sured me that he intends to take a 
good slice of these bonds himself and 
knows thist he will have no trouble 
in placing the rest. 
One needs to 
sit in this office but a short time 
to find that Mr. Mayhon is a very 
busy man. 
People are constantly 
coming in to see him on bond and 
investment matters and 
while 
the 
Jacksonville project is large it 
only a small thing in comparison to 
other business transactions 
he 
carrying on. One line of work which 
is just now taking some of his time 
is in looking after his duties as chair­ 
man of the building committee hav­ 
ing charge of the construction of the 
Hartford building. 
Aside from see­ 
ing the things which I have men- 
tioned Mr. Mayhon assured me that 
he does mean business and intends to 
push his plans forward just as rapidly 
as possible. 
He has not yet com­ 
pleted his bond, as that is rathei 
slow work, but expects to have it 
<lone early next week and will then 
come to Jacksonville and present the 
matter to the city council. 
So fat 
as I am concerned 1 do not think 
that the water ordinance is dead sim­ 
ply because the bond was not filed at 
the time specified. Mr. Mayhon some 
time since filed his written accept 
anee of the ordinance and I think 
the council has the right to extend 
the time limit for the filing of the 
bond. 
According to the ordinance 
the sample of water had to be sub­ 
mitted by March 4, yet this was done 
several weeks afterward. 
The coun­ 
cil voted to accept the water sample 
then and the same line of action I 
think can legally be pursued as to the 
filing of the bond after the time 
specified in the ordinance. Jn other 
words I believe the wateè ordinance 
is as good to day as when 
it 
was 
adopted. 
Altogether I am encour 
aged abolit thé river \l^ter propo­ 
sition since my convolution with 
Mr. Mayhon and firmly believe that 
he intends to go vigorously ahead.”
